Campaign 
launched 
to stop 
bullying 

SCHOOLS and children’s services 
in Northamptonshire are being 
urged to get together to help erad¬ 
icate bullying in the county. 

As part of a new strategy 
launched by the Northampton¬ 
shire Children and Young People’s 
Partnership, schools that sign up to 
an anti-bullying programme will be 
accredited with a gold, silver or 
bronze standard. 

The experience of accredited 
schools will then be used to support 
the spread of the programme to all 
schools and services in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

At the official launch of the 
strategy this week, young people 
promoted anti-bullying messages in 
the form of artwork and drama. 

Councillor Andrew Grant, {Con, 
Brackley East), Northamptonshire 
County Council’s cabinet member 
for children and young people, 
said: “This has been a marvellous 
opportunity to bring so many peo¬ 
ple together. It is fantastic to see so 
many young people here with so 
many ideas which all have a role to 
play in the eradication of bullying. 

“I just hope this new strategy 
engages with all the schools in 
Northamptonshire. 

“We have got to find a way of 
making sure people know that any 
form of bullying is 
unacceptable.” 

The key speaker at the launch 
was child actor James Buckley - 
who has appeared in BBCl’s Robin 
Hood - who spoke about his expe¬ 
rience of bullying. 

The strategy launch also included 
the launch of an anti-bullying 
songwriting competition, open to 
all children and young people in 
Northamptonshire. 


We want the 
best for Unity’ 


THE co-founder of the 
Carphone Warehouse said 
his foundation would "strive 
to deliver what is absolutely 
best" for the failing 
Northampton school he has 
been selected to sponsor. 

From September 2010, Unity Col¬ 
lege will be an academy sponsored 
by the David Ross Foundation, 
which had been previously selected 
as the preferred backer after a day 
of meetings at the school with 
pupils, parents and a panel. 

Earlier this week, the selection 
was rubber-stamped by Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council’s cabi¬ 
net, despite criticism from oppo¬ 
sition councillors about the means 
by which David Ross was selected, 
which have not been disclosed. 

Mr Ross’s foundation already 
runs a school in Grimsby which the 
meeting was told had a GCSE A 
to C pass rate of 27 per cent. 

Mr Ross said: “I’m absolutely 
delighted. Education is one of those 
things that, if you have a good one, 
you can’t have it taken away from 
you. 

“I think first and foremost we 
will need to address local needs 
and local wishes. We need to strive 
for academic excellence with a 


strong emphasis on pastoral care, 
extra-curricular activities and tra¬ 
ditional educational values. It’s 
not my job to interfere, it’s my job 
to find the best people to run the 
school. We need to find outstanding 
people to run the school and give 
them the opportunity to get on.” 

Councillor Andrew Grant (Con, 
Brackley East), cabinet member 
for children and young people’s 
services, told the meeting: “I don’t 
want anybody to think this decision 
has been taken in any way other 
than what is going to be good for the 
standards at Unity. 

“The key element is we as a panel 
of five unanimously agreed on the 
sponsor being David Ross. 

“It is important that we deliver 
the best education for the pupils of 
Unity and we believe that’s going to 
be in the hands of David Ross.” 

In April the decision to turn 
Unity, in Trinity Avenue, into an 
academy this September was 
delayed for a year while an alter¬ 
native sponsor was sought. 

Former education supremo, 
Councillor Joan Kirkbride 
{Con, Bugbrooke) asked the meeting: 
“How long do we want this school 
to be in a state of limbo? Let’s get 
this sponsor started and get the 
school on the road.”

Wedd i ng 
day arrests

A BRIDE, groom and best 
man were arrested moments 
before their wedding cere¬ 
mony in Northampton by 
immigration officers sus¬ 
pecting it was a sham mar¬ 
riage. 

The wedding had been due to 
take place at a church in Great 
Billing, Northampton, on Tuesday 
but was cancelled when the bride, 
groom and best man were arrested 
and taken in for questioning. 

Acting on intelligence, officers 
from Northamptonshire Police and 
the UK Border Agency swooped 
on St Andrews, All Saints and The 
Arc, in Church Way, Great Billing. 

It was just as the 30-year-old 
bride and 23-year-old groom had 
been due to walk up the aisle and 
exchange vows. 

The groom, from Portugal, and 
his bride, from Nigeria, were 
arrested on suspicion of facilitat¬ 
ing a sham marriage along with the 
best man, also from Nigeria. 

A witness at the ceremony, also 


from Nigeria, was also arrested 
as he was found to be an illegal 
entrant to the UK and is being held 
in custody, pending his deporta¬ 
tion in the next few days. 

The groom, his bride and the 
best man were questioned before 
being bailed pending further police 
inquires. 

After being arrested and taken in 
for questioning, the bride and 
groom admitted they could not 
understand each other’s languages 
but said they communicated by 
sign language. 

A spokesman for the UK Bor¬ 
der Agency said the bride was six- 
and-a-half months pregnant. 

Gail Adams, UK Border Agency 
regional director, said: “We will 
not tolerate immigration abuse 
and will punish those who break 
the immigration laws. 

“Over recent years, we have 
clamped down on sham marriages 
introducing Certificates of 
Approval, family permits and 
encouraged registrars to highlight 
suspicious cases. That’s why sus¬ 


pected sham marriages fell from 
over 3,500 in 2004 to under 400 in 
2008. 

“Under the tougher rules, anyone 
now trying to play the system can 
expect to face imprisonment for 
up to a maximum of seven years 
and/or a fine. 

“It is a criminal offence to be 
in the UK through deception and 
we will fully investigate any alle¬ 
gations that are passed to us.” 

In 2005, a Ghanaian bride and 
her French groom were arrested as 
they were about to exchange mar¬ 
riage vows in a sham wedding cer¬ 
emony at Northampton’s Guild¬ 
hall. 

Immigration officials were wait¬ 
ing for the couple as they arrived by 
limousine from London for their 
bogus wedding which would have 
allowed Blessing Mohammed to 
stay in this country 

Mohammed, aged 23, from 
Clapham, south London, and her 
groom, Jean Fassot, a 24-year-old 
mechanic from Paris, were both 
jailed for 17 months.

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Action to 
cut level 
of traffic 
pollution 


SEVEN traffic hotspots in 
Northampton will have action 
plans drawn up to tackle air 
pollution after it was found 
emissions exceeded national 
guidelines. 

Pollution in the areas will be con¬ 
stantly monitored and an action 
plan will be produced for the seven 
parts of Northampton, which have 
been officially designated air qual¬ 
ity management areas (AQMAs) 
because of high levels of nitrogen 
dioxide. 

The seven areas encompass some 
of the busiest routes in Northamp¬ 
ton, including the A43, A45, Bar¬ 
rack Road and Campbell Square. 
Although seven gases - including 
benzine, lead and sulphur dioxide - 
are being monitored, it is only nitro¬ 
gen dioxide which has been flagged 
up. 

Northampton Borough Council¬ 
lor Trini Crake (Lib Dem, Boughton 


Green), cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “The main air pol¬ 
lutant in Northampton is nitrogen 
dioxide which mainly comes from 
vehicles, but I am pleased to say 
that the six other pollutants do not 
pose a problem. 

“We will be looking closely at the 
ways we can help reduce levels of 
nitrogen dioxide to ensure that 
Northampton is a greener and 
cleaner place to live.” 

Homes within the AQMAs will 
receive leaflets about ways to 
improve air quality and informa¬ 
tion about what could happen next. 
As part of the action plan to reduce 
pollution, planning applications 
will be examined to ensure they 
will not create new areas of poor air 
quality. 

Marcus Rock, a county repre¬ 
sentative of the Green Party, said: 
“As far as I understand the legisla¬ 
tion is quite weak. I think progress 
has been pretty slow in improving 


air quality 

“As far as St Michael’s Road is 
concerned you don’t have to be an 
expert in environmental health to 
realise there have been people living 
there for 40 years and nothing’s 
been done to manage traffic properly 
We need to limit traffic through 
town, or at least manage traffic 
speeds.” 

AQMAs have previously been 
created in Northampton at junc¬ 
tion 15a of the Ml, along Harbor- 
ough Road, at Weedon Road and at 
the Plough Hotel. This latest round 
takes the total to 11. 


Politician apologises 
for the effect of cuts 


THE MAN behind controversial 
cuts to services for the disabled in 
Northamptonshire has admitted 
he “got it wrong” and apologised. 

During his time on Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council’s cabinet, 
the current Conservative MP for 
Northampton South, Brian Binley, 
pictured right, drew up the coun¬ 
cil’s budget in 2006. 

The financial plans included a 
range of controversial cuts which 
prompted hundreds of disabled 
people and their carers to march 
on County Hall. 

At the time, Mr Binley described 
the cuts as the hardest decision he 
ever made in his life and this 
week he admitted that looking 
back, he made mistakes. 

He said: “It was wrong, it should 
never have happened. 

“We should have exercised 
greater control and greater polit¬ 
ical will, that’s the truth of the 
matter and we didn’t do that.” 


The cuts included closing a 
number of care homes and facil¬ 
ities for the disabled. 

While Mr Binley, who did not 
stand for re-election to the county 
council in June, insisted some of 
the changes were needed, he said 
many more were forced on the 
authority by senior council staff. 

He said: “I wanted to do things 
in a different way but was stopped 
in many respects by council offi¬ 
cers.” 

On the results of cuts, such as 
the closure of some centres for 
disabled people, he added: 

“We see these vulnerable 
people now sitting in cafes in 
the town with nothing to 
do all day. So there’s some 
real questions to ask, that’s 
why I say I got it 
wrong.” 

The MP also 
issued a public 
apology to resi¬ 


dents during a protest rally in 
the town earlier this week. 

One of the people at the rally, 
Chris Kinsey, who was one of the 
main protesters against the 2006 
cuts, said she was shocked by the 
politician’s revelation. 

She said: “I just feel it’s not 
good enough. You can’t just apol¬ 
ogise and make things better for 
vulnerable people who have lost 
their care because of these cuts.” 

Mr Binley has suggested 
possible ways forward 
for the authority 
could include the 
creation of just 
two councils, one 
governing 
Northampton and 
the other Northamp¬ 
tonshire, both with 
their own 
elected mayors.

Ghouls meet 
as a tribute 


A PLAGUE of the undead 
descended on Northamp¬ 
ton's Market Square on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon to pay trib¬ 
ute to the late King of Pop. 

Alongside members of 
Northampton’s zombie commu¬ 
nity were people from the town 
who flocked to the Market Square 
to watch the flashmob, an attempt 
to break the world record for the 
number of people dancing to 
Michael Jackson's famous hit 
Thriller. 

Flashmobbers in Northampton 
have previously danced to the tune 
of a busker in Abington Street, 


but the tribute to Michael Jack- 
son was the biggest such event to 
hit Northampton, with hundreds of 
people packed into the bottom end 
of the Market Square. 

At 2.15pm precisely the opening 
bars of the song rang out, a cue 
for ghastly ghouls and wicked 
witches to pull their most sinis¬ 
ter shapes to the tune. 

Kingsthorpe bus driver Sean of 
the dead Cunningham, aged 754, 
took his family of zombies along for 
the flashmob. 

He said: “I wasn’t working and I 
had nothing else to do, so I thought 
I’d dress up and do something silly 
It’s a good memorial for Michael 


Jackson.” Mr Cunningham’s chil¬ 
dren Aidan and Kirsty also joined 
in the dancing. Kirsty said: “We 
love Jacko.” 

The flashmob was the final event 
to be organised by Jof Davies before 
he leaves Northampton. He said: “It 
was great to have everybody out 
here, lots of people turned up which 
was fantastic. 

“But it was a shame they came to 
watch rather than take part. The 
guys that put in the effort were 
totally amazing. 

“I think it was a fitting tribute 
to Michael Jackson. I hope some¬ 
where he’s looking down and 
smiling at the crazy people.”

A PLANNED new hous¬ 
ing estate and industrial 
units in Northampton 
faces strong opposition 
from angry residents, 
according to an MR 

Sally Keeble, the Labour 
Northampton North MP, will 
hold a consultation meeting 
to hear residents’ views about 
the proposals for Billing Lane 
in the Moulton and Overstone 
area. 

The new buildings will back 
on to residential areas and 
Mrs Keeble said people living 
in those homes are over¬ 
whelmingly against the idea. 

She said: “The early 
responses from my con¬ 
stituency show people 
are opposed to hous¬ 
ing and industrial 
development next 
to their homes. 

They are also 1 
angry about the 
lack of detail and 
short time for con 
sulfation. 

“I have already 
written to the 
Joint Planning 
Unit asking for 
more time, and 
am sending a 


report setting out people’s 
views on the proposed devel¬ 
opment and the lack of detail 
and time for consultation.” 

In view of the strength of 
feeling, and in response to 
requests, Mrs Keeble has 
organised a meeting for resi¬ 
dents from the affected areas, 
in Southfields, Thorpeville, 
and the Billing Lane area. 

Mrs Keeble said: “It is for 
residents of my constituency 
only at this stage. I am sure 
people will want to join forces 
with other communities to put 
forward their views, and that 
can be decided at the meeting. 

“People will have lots of 
other pressures on their time 
with the schools finishing 
this week, but I hope 
they will take the 
time to put forward 
| their views on these 
proposals.” 

The meeting 
1 will be held at the 
community centre 
in Farmhill Road, 
Southfields, on 
Saturday, 
from 1pm 
to 2.30pm.

Wasps 
nest 
in old 
helmet 



A FULLY-formed wasps' nest 
has been found in an old 
police helmet left in the 
garage of a Northampton 
house. 

Pest controller Simon Faulkner 
was confronted with the insect infes¬ 
tation after he was called out to an 
address in Dulverton Road, Abing- 
ton Vale, on Thursday 

The old police helmet was among 
a collection of memorabilia that 
Rita Woolmore had collected when 
her husband Keith, who was a detec¬ 
tive inspector for Northampton¬ 
shire Police, died 14 years ago. 

Mr Faulkner, who runs Alding¬ 
ton Pest Control, said: “I have never 
found a wasps’ nest in a police¬ 
man’s helmet. I have found them 
in carpets and cardboard boxes but 
never in a helmet. 

“I treated the helmet with an 
insecticide.” 

Mrs Woolmore said the wasps’ 


nest had been discovered when her 
gardener was cleaning the drain¬ 
pipe. 

She said: “When my gardener 
closed the door that leads to the 
garage he was stung several times. 
We went into the garage to investi¬ 
gate and they were all in a particu¬ 
lar area so I called out the pest con¬ 
trol. 

“My husband Keith was a police¬ 
man and I put the helmet in the 
garage some time ago and I could not 
believe a wasps’ nest had been built 
in it. I found it quite comical.” 

Mr Faulkner said the wasps prob¬ 
ably chose the garage as a place to 
build the nest because it was dry, 
quiet and undisturbed. 

He said: “The nest would have 
held 500 to 1,000 wasps and their 
population would have risen to 3,000 
by September. The wasps are quite 
big this year because we had a cold 
winter and a mild spring.”

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School’s work 
‘outstanding’ 


AN OVER SUBSCRIBED secondary 
school in Northampton has been 
judged as 'outstanding' in a glow¬ 
ing Ofsted report. 

Caroline Chisholm School in Wootton, 
which caters for pupils from the age of 
four up to A-level students, is likely to see 
demand for places increase even more as 
a result of the Government inspection. 

It is only the second time the school 
has been graded, and shows teachers and 
pupils have stepped up their performance 
from a “good” rating to “outstanding” in the 
overall assessment. 

The report, which was released on 
Wednesday following an inspection in 
June, said: “Caroline Chisholm School 
provides an outstanding quality of edu¬ 
cation. 

“Pupils achieve well academically, build 
outstanding personal qualities and gain 
immense enjoyment from their studies 
due to the school’s provision. 

“Parents identify that teachers are enthu¬ 
siastic and encourage pupils to aim high. 

“The excellent leadership of the principal 
and vice principals, coupled with support 
from the high-calibre leadership team, 
has secured an impressive track record 
of improvement and is driving the school 
forward at a very rapid pace.” 

Among the factors singled out for praise 
were the personal development of stu¬ 
dents, support for pupils with learning 
disabilities and a “crystal clear” leadership 
style. 

The school, which has almost 1,500 
pupils on the roll, is consistently over¬ 
subscribed and on Monday parents whose 
children had failed to get a place hosted a 
protest at the gates. 

Seven students who attended the feeder 
school, Wootton Primary, were denied 


places during the recent admissions 
process. 

Principal Tony Downing said staff had 
been thrilled with the Ofsted inspection 
report, adding: “Of course we are very 
pleased, but we will not be complacent 
and there is always room for improve¬ 
ment. 

“We were particularly pleased that stu¬ 
dent well-being and personal development 
were praised, as well as the strong spirit of 
enterprise at the school. 

“Our aim is to serve the local community 
and we are sensitive to the fact there are 
children who have not been successful in 
their bid for places at the school.”

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Robbers fail 
to get cash 



A NEWSAGENT whose store 
was targeted by two would- 
be robbers has thanked an 
anonymous shopper for tack- 
ling one of the offenders 
and pinning him to the 
ground. 

Andrew Cruden, owner of St 
Giles Street News in Northamp¬ 
ton town centre, said the two men 
came into the store shortly before 
noon on Sunday. 

While one of them was pre¬ 
tending to browse, the other 
punched the cashier and tried to 
steal cash from the till, but a shop¬ 
per who was just entering the store 
quickly tackled him to the ground. 

Meanwhile the cashier, who was 
left with a split lip following the rob¬ 
bery, managed to lock up the shop 
and keep the offender inside until 
the police arrived. 

Mr Cruden, who owns a chain of 
newsagents in the town, said: “We 
have been in the town centre for 35 
years and this has never happened 
before, so that is a good record. 
But we want people to know the 
man would only have got away 
with about £75. There is never a 
lot of cash in the tills, so hopefully 
that will be a deterrent. 

“The man who stopped him just 
happened to be coming in to the 
shop, and saw what was going on. 


He gave him a bit of a pasting, 
knocked him to the floor and pinned 
him down. 

“The cashier managed to lock 
him in and the police arrived about 
two minutes later,” he added. 

Mr Cruden paid tribute both to 
the police and to the passing have- 
a-go hero, and said: “The police 
were fantastic, and I would like to 
thank the man who stopped the 
robber. He had run off by the time 
the police arrived, I think he 
thought he might get in trouble 
for punching the robber.” 


Mr Cruden said CCTV fitted in 
the store had picked up good pic¬ 
tures of the two men involved in the 
robbery The second man managed 
to escape during the scuffle, and the 
shop was closed for several hours 
after the incident. 

Northamptonshire Police con¬ 
firmed a man had been arrested 
in connection with the attempted 
theft and is due to appear before 
magistrates later this month.

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Campaign 
to harass 
burglars 


A CAMPAIGN to estab¬ 
lish burglary patterns and 
disrupt the lives of per¬ 
sistent offenders in "every 
lawful way" possible has 
been relaunched by 
Northamptonshire Police. 

Forensic investigators will 
visit each victim where evi¬ 
dence has been left behind, 
and officers from Operation 
Renegade will assess all the 
information to identify hall¬ 
marks left by burglars. 

The operation, which was 
originally launched 12 months 
ago, has been stepped up again 
in an effort to target repeat 
offenders and stave off a rise in 
burglaries which has been 
recorded nationally 

Insp Dave Spencer, of the 
Northamptonshire West bur¬ 
glary team, said this time 
around officers would increase 
the emphasis on intelligence 
gathering, checking the where¬ 
abouts of prolific burglars and 
letting them know they are 
being watched. 

He said: “We will be acting 
quickly on all the information 
we gather about people who 
are committing burglary and 
we will be going all out to dis¬ 
rupt their criminal activities in 


every lawful way we can. 

“We wanted to bring back 
the Op Renegade name again 
because while we never took 
our eye off the ball as far as 
burglary is concerned, we know 
it had a real impact on offend¬ 
ers and it led to a reduction in 
the number of crimes. 

“We want to make life as 
uncomfortable for anyone com¬ 
mitting burglary as we can and 
by picking up on Renegade, I 
can promise we will do so.” 

During the last Op Renegade, 
100 prolific burglars were sub¬ 
jected to 3,000 “disruption vis¬ 
its” from police, and statistics 
showed burglaries fell from 
1,852 in 2007/08 to 1,754 in the 
following 12 months, a fall of 
more than five per cent. The 
detection rate for burglaries 
doubled during the campaign. 

But Insp Spencer warned 
officers would only be able to 
continue the downward trend 
if homeowners were respon¬ 
sible about making their prop¬ 
erties secure. Evidence sug¬ 
gests both the hot weather over 
summer and the current reces¬ 
sion could lead to a rise in 
break-ins. 

He said: “We can only 
achieve this with the support of 
residents.”

P RACTICAL but forgettable 
pretty much sums up the 
Skoda Fabia Estate, so how 
could the Czech manufacturer go 
about jazzing it up a bit? 

One option would be to take 
elements from a type of vehicle that 
has a little more character about it, 
a compact 4x4 perhaps, and graft 
them on to the extended supermini. 

The result wouldn't alter the 
Fabia in any major way but it might 
gain a little extra desirability, 
maybe even a modicum of street- 
cred. The vehicle could be called 
the Skoda Fabia Scout in honour of 
its pseudo-adventurous appearance 
and it could top the Fabia estate 
range starting at under £13,000. Job 
done. 

There is a place in the market for 
models like the Skoda Fabia Estate. 
It’s primarily with customers who 
want supermini running costs and 
dimensions plus a bit more room, 
but the task these vehicles face has 
become more difficult of late with 
the advent of supermini MPVs and 
sub-compact 4x4s which do the 
extra practicality thing in more 
interesting ways. The Skoda Fabia 
Scout is an attempt to inject a little 
of that interest into the dull but 
worthy Fabia Estate, so how 
successful is it? 

Only the range-topping engines 
from the Fabia Estate are available 
with the Fabia Scout but you can 
put your flameproof racing overalls 
back in the wardrobe because they 
aren’t a lively bunch. Proceedings 
open with an 85bhp 1.4-litre petrol 
unit that takes 12.7s to achieve 
60mph from standstill. It’s a sound 
engine but many will deem the 
extra cash needed to get a diesel 
worthwhile. The 1.4-litre HDI has 
only 80bhp and takes 13.7s to do the 
0-60mph but its 195Nm of torque at 
2,000rpm is 62Nm more than the 
petrol produces at 3,800rpm, so it’s 
stronger off the line and in the 
30mph ballpark. The 1.9-litre TDI 
engine has 105bhp and 240Nm 
leading to a 11s 0-60mph time. 

The Estate is only 20kg heavier 


than the hatch and the Scout’s 
modifications over the estate are 
purely cosmetic, so it will drive 
much the same. That’s pretty darn 
well, for those unfamiliar with 
Skoda’s supermini. The Fabia’s 
suspension handles rough surfaces 
with some grace but remains 
composed through the corners with 
less body roll than you’d experience 
in a taller supermini-based MPV. 
The pointy steering also helps the 


car deliver a pleasant driving 
experience. It’s no ball of fire 
regardless of the engine you pick 
but it has the basics nailed down, 
making it an amiable companion 
across the full range of UK road 
conditions. The styling of the Fabia 
Estate follows on from the hatch. 

It’s more distinctive than Fabia 
models past which just looked like 
the budget Volkswagens they, in 
essence, were and today’s car has 


evolved its own themes. The 
trademark feature is the blacked- 
out roof pillars and these are still 
in evidence on the Scout version 
but it adds silver roof rails and 
body mouldings down the flanks. It 
isn’t a dramatic transformation but 
the 16” alloys that are also included 
help the Scout’s cause. On the 
inside, the Volkswagen influence is 
in evidence with an upmarket 
element to the switchgear and the 


materials. Again, the Fabia isn’t 
exactly brimming with that elusive 
wow-factor but there are elegant 
touches including aluminium 
finishes for the door handles and 
air-vent surrounds. The Scout 
versions get special Scout 
upholstery to further raise the tone. 

If room is your thing, the Fabia 
is a good supermini to go for, so it 
follows that the estate bodystyle 
that the Scout is based on isn’t 
short of capacity It’s actually 
nearly 24cm longer than its 
hatchback relative and viewing the 
two cars side by side, you can 
believe it. The Scout looks 
altogether lither and less stubby 
with its extra side window and the 
shallow angle of its tailgate. The 
extra dimensions have helped 
Skoda engineers achieve a 480-litre 
boot capacity with the seats up, 
some 180 litres more than you’ll 
cram into the hatchback. Fold the 
60/40 split rear seats flat (a less 
than straightforward operation that 
involves removing the headrests) 
and there’s an Albert Hall-esque 
1,460 litres. That’s 297 litres up on 
the hatchback. 

All Fabia Estate models get 
central locking, electric windows at 
the front, height adjustment for the 
driver’s seat, height and reach 
adjustment for the steering wheel 
and a CD stereo with MP3 
compatibility. Safety equipment 
includes ABS along with front and 
side airbags.
